the Nation, and perhaps in the World, 
and who are the moſt numerous alſo among 
us, and with whom the general Wealth of 
this Nation is found ; theſe, I ſay, as much 
over do it, as the Farmers, my 5#h'Sort, 
who by the way all over England live very well 
100, can be ſuppos'd to under-do it 

Take then the 4th Sort for the Medium— 
And there T'il make my Calculation 

Suppoſe a Carpenter, a Snitb, a Weaver, 
or any ſuch Workman, what you will, that 
is induſtrious, works hard, and feels no 
Want, let him live in the Country or City, 
 Northor South, where you will; for in this, 

one Country will anſwer another. 

As I ſaid in my laſt, if the Gentleman 
eats more Pies and Puddings, this Man eats 
more Bread; if the Rich drinks more Wine, 
this drinks more Ale or Strong-Beer, for it 
is the Support of his Vigour and Strength 
If the rich Man eats more Veal and Lamb, 
Fowl and Fiſh; this Man eats more Beef 
and Bacon, and add to it, has a better 
Stomach, a Happineſs almoſt as great as to 
have Food to eat As to the Milk, if 
the rich Man eats more Butter, more Cream, 
mork white Meats, or as the Song calls them, 
Fools, Flawns, and Cuftards— Our Work- 
man eats more hard Cheeſe and Salt-Butter, 
than all the other put together 


Take it then at this Medium, I fay, every 
grown Perſon, one with another, conſumes

I calculated the firft Part of this to five 
Acres of Land, I'll ſuppoſe this Abatement 
to reduce it to three Acres, and I believe, 
all Men will alow me to be very much-with- 
in Bounds —— And as all our Land is not 
alike good, if I were to take the richeſt aud 
beft Land in England, it would not do it; 
and therefore allowing the Proportion of 
Land as to Goodneſs, to add a new Diffe- 
rence, I believe, every ſuch Perſon, whe- 
ther Man or Woman, conſumes in England 
the Pradnce of four Acres of Land. 

I ſha make many ſabſequent Improve- 
ments of this Argument, both to Engl 
and Scotland, in the carrying on this Work, 
and therefore I am the larger in laying down 
my Foundations, | 

For the preſent let me turn it to the 
Caſe in hand only; it is plain, we have ma- 
ny Millions of Acres of Land in England un- 
touch'd, that are to this day, juſt where the 
general Deluge left them — On which, as 
we may ſay, the Sun ſhines in vain ; that he · 
ing neglected, and rather trampled on by 
the Cattle, than fed, produce notbing com- 
par'd to what they might be made to pro- 
duce — h!ut their Capacity of being fruit- 
ful, their natural Fertility ſtil remains un- 
exerted and as if GOD had given them'to 
us for no Uſe, they are left as an Inheritance 
to the Induſtry of our wiſer Poſterity. *

lately, the Quantity of Corn and Cattle, we

ſhould have People to cat it up; aud if you 
improve mare Land, if you {aw mute Corn, 
or feed more Cattle, you not only will make 
nothing of it, dut you will fink aff the Lands 
already improv'd, to a mean Value. 
This is a Farmer, you may be ſure, that. 
wants fo bave the Price of Corn kept up, 


and to ſell his Beaſts and his Sheep dear, and 
he is for crowding you with more People in- 
to MinufaQ ures, Ja. but not à Foot of 
Land to be meddled with; that you may 
have more Months without "more Food, 
and ſd the Price of Proviſions may be kept 


up So Self you lee, ſpeaks on every

But what is more evident than this Man's 
Miſtake ? —- Encreaſe of People will re- 
'medy all this And that js the my 
of my mentioning it For were the Mul- 
titude of our Inhabitants encreas'd to a full 

Degree, you would have leſs Corn and lefs 
Cattle in Proportion than you have now— 
The Reaſon is not from having too much 
Land, but too few People for the Land ; 
and tho it ſeems the ſame Thing, yet I 
ſhall ſhew you where it differs. 

It is true, that we may have juſt now a 
great many People, and in this or that 
Trade or Buſineſs too many — And we 
may have enough for the Buſineſs we do 
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But we may do more Buſineſs than we do, 
and then we ſhall want more People; for 


example, plow more Land, and feed more 


Cattle—But what ſhall we do with the Pro- 
duce, ſay they ? —The Price is ſo low al- 
ready, that we cannot live on it, and pay 
our Rent—There is the Grievance — 
And all this is for Want of People to con- 
fame ite Were all the Nation ſo full of 
People, as tha; the Corn and Cattle could 
not feed them, it would ſtill be better: 
The Dutch plow no Land, and ſow no Corn 
comparatively ſpeakiag Let they have no 
Want; ſowing Corn 3s far from being the 
beft Improvemeat of Land, as is apparent 
in Exgland Where the plow'd Lands 
lett in the moſt fruitful and rich Parts of 
the Country, as in Leiceſterſhire, Nortbamp- 
tonſbire, Oc. for 10s. a Year an Acre, and 
the Feeding Lands for 530 $. per Annum an 
Acre, and yet the Land of the ſame Good- - 
neſs Again, Feeding of Land is not 
the beft Improvement of Land, as appears, 


ben feeding Grounds are lett as above at 


304. per Acre, and Garden Grounds at 6 to 
7, and 10 l. an Acre. 

A Garden is the higheft Improvement of 
Land in the World And 1 do affirm it, 
and in the Conſequence of theſe Papers, 
doubt not to prove it, that were Znglend ſo 
full of People, that all the low Lands of the 
Nation were but enough to make their 
Gardens, and feed Homeftall, as they call 
it, their Horſes and Cows, and the Hills 
their Sheep, that they could neither ſow 
theit own Corn, nor feed their own Cattle. 
lt would ftill be the richer, and be the 
greateſt Nation in the World. 
Lou ſhould then need to make no Laws 
to prohibit the iſh. Cattle, all the World 
ſhould be your Breeders and Feeders, all 
your Neighbours ſhould be your Plowmen, 
your Hewers of Wood, and Drawers of 
Water, and your Wealth and Strength 
would be a Prodigy like your ſelyes.
